Tax Bill Increase 


Local property owners face higher 
tax payments in the next 12 months 
as County Tax Collector-Treasurer 
Robert Citron announced increased 
assessed valuations. 

In Yorba Linda the assessed value 
on property increased by 5.9 per 
cent. This comes to an average of 
$510 per home. On the average, tax 
bills here will be upped by about 
$64. 

Despite the increase, Citron said 
the raise in taxes will not be as high 
as was orginally thought. Increases 
will vary from area to area and even 
to different parts of a given city. 

The assessor raised the assessed 
valuation an average of 14% in the 
entire county. Increases range from 
$17 in the Westminster area to $477 
in the Irvine-Turtle Rock area.

Land Swap Not Easy 


Yorba Linda’s search for land with 
which it might swap the Yorba Linda 
Elementary School District for the 
ball field near the corner of Valley 
View and Yorba Linda Boulevard 
goes on, notwithstanding two 
setbacks revealed at Monday night’s 
city council meeting. 

The city had been eyeing property 
located on Casa Loma _ near 
Bastanchury. The land seemed 
suitable for trading. But last week 
City Administrator Arthur C. 
Simonian reported it had been 
decided that the value of oil under 


the parcel put it out of the city’s 
reach. 

A piece of nearby land, which the 
Metropolitan Water District has 
offered the city, next briefly came 
under consideration, until a water 
district spokesman pointed out that 
the land could legally be offered only 
for direct park or recreational use. 
Swapping was out. 

Councilman Whit Cromwell then 
suggested that the land might be of 
use anyway. If the city acquired the 
property, and the school district 
acquired adjoining land, joint

With a city election in the offing 
for next year, the prospect is that the 
air will become heated in Yorba 
Linda.

for the Valley View site would be 
possible, he pointed out. 

Mayor Carolyn Ewing and Henry 
Wedaa, the other councilmen 
present, agreed. 

The problem occurs because the 
school district, which owns the 
ballfield on Valley View, cannot 
legally sell the land. Instead, it must 
trade the property for a parcel 
equally desirable and of equal value. 


The city’s task is to find such a 
parcel, 

The same night, the council 
accepted Simonian’s recommenda- 
tion to await a second appraisal of 
another piece of land owned by the 
school district which the city is 
considering buying. 

According to Simonian, the 
Second appraisal should be within a 
few thousand dollars of the first 
appraisal, which was for $42,500. 
The property is located ot 4701 Casa 
Loma. 

City Councilman Henry Wedaa 
had proposed approving purchase 
on the strength of Simonian’s 
evaluation, but the city administra- 
tor advised awaiting the actual 
appraisal. 

In view of the city’s growing 
involvement in parks and recreation, 
Mayor Ewing directed City Counsel 
Leonard Hampel to prepare an 
ordinance establishing a permanent 
city parks and recreation committee. 


Elementary School opened on 
scheduled which ended double 
sessions. However, in order for the 
district to qualify for construction of 
a complete Linda Vista School, the 
State required the district to sell the 
district office. The new office is 
temporarily located on the corner of 


Linda Vista School. 

Landscaping at Linda Vista to the 
lowest qualified bidder was 
approved for $13,271. ($12,668 base 
bid plus $608 for’ additional 
seeding.) Lowest bidded, Royer- 
Tamaki Association of Fullerton, 
offered to do complete landscaping 
(trees, etc.) for approximately 
$25,000--an average of $10,000 
lower than any of the other offers. 


However, after some deliberation 
over thé possibility of accepting the 
offer in total, the board voted 
unamiously to stay within the 
original budget of $14,000. 

Because of the continued 
population growth in the city, the 
board has anticipated for sometime 
now, building a new school. 


At first the plan was to purchase a 
site on Bastanchury, but J. Elton 
Patridge, deputy sperintendent, 
reported during the meeting that 
two alternative sites where chosen 
instead because the first property 
was within 300 feet of nine oil wells 
owned by Shell Oil Co. 


Shell refused to negotiate with the 
district to purchase the mineral 
rights (an estimated $240,000). 

William Davis, district architect, 
reported that the other properties-- 
both withing the same area, would 
cost less. The board voted to 
research both properties further, 
after Davis assured them that the 
choice of either one of the two sites 
would be a ‘‘good compromise,’’ he 
said.

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Reagan’s Column

Cuban Premier Fidel Castro is anxious to normalize trade and diplomatic 
relations with us, we are told, but he picked a funny way to prove it when he 
Staged an international conference in Havana in September to promote the 
“‘liberation’’ of Puerto Rico from the United States. 

Back in March, the World Peace Council, an organization controlled by 


the Soviet Union, called for 


a preliminary meeting of Marxist 


representatives in Cuba to discuss the matter of Puerto Rico. 
The delegates to that meeting issued a call for the larger September 
gathering, all of which was designed to promote one Juan Mari Bras’ tiny 


Puerto Rican Socialist Party. 


The ‘‘call’’ was the usual Marxist harangue: ‘‘The people of the world 
must redouble their efforts to defeat in Puerto Rico the promoters of crime in 
Vietnam, Chile, Palestine and other places, so that the liberation of the 
Puerto Rican people will signify a new victory in the cause of freedom...” 

It is always ironic to see representatives of the Soviet Union joining in 
denunciations of ‘‘imperialism’’ by the United States, since the USSR holds 
the world championship for imperialism. 

All this led to the September ‘‘international conference on solidarity with 
Puerto Rico’s independence’’ in Havana. Some 300 delegates attended, 
including a smattering of U.S. Communist Party functionaries. 

The object of their affection, and of the superheated rhetoric that flowed 
from the three-day conference, is an ‘‘open’’ movement for Puerto Rican 
independence that is about as popular there as ants at a picnic. 

The issue of independence versus continuation of the commonwealth 
Status of the island was put toa vote of its people just eight years ago. Out of 
more than 700,000 votes cast, fewer than 1 per cent voted for independence. 

This, of course, hasn't deterred Mari Bras or the terrorists of the Fuerzas 
Armadas de Liberacion National (FALN). 

The FALN has claimed it bombed New York’s historic Fraunces tavern 
last January. Five people died in that bombing. According to the FBI, the 
FALN leadership got its training in sabotage in Cuba. Sounds like the ‘‘old’’ 
Castro Cuba which routinely exported guerrilla warfare and violence all over 


the hemisphere. 


The fine hand of the Soviet Union in all this mischief isn’t hard to see. A 
Russian actually served as a vice chairman of the Havana conference, and 
ihe Soviets’ puppet World Peace Council appears to have provided the 
over-all strategy for the propaganda service. 

Secretary of State Henry Kissinger took a properly dim view of the 
proceedings. He said the ‘‘meeting in Havana can only be considered by us 


as an unfriendly act.’’ 


Castro's best-known U.S. fan recently has been Sen. George McGovern. 
His wife, Eleanor, who visted Cuba with him a few months ago, said of the 
bearded dictator: ‘‘The most impressive thing about Fidel is his mind. The 
breadth, depth and width of his knowledge is enormous. Fidel knows the 


specifics of everything.’’ 


If that’s so, perhaps he can grasp the idea that he can’t have things both 
ways. He can’t have normal trade and relations with the United States and, 
at the same time, be the Western distributor for Soviet Marxism. 

Indeed, if he wants the former, one of the points we must insist on is that 
he deny the Soviets base and landing rights on Cuba and that he guarantee 
in writing that he'll stop training guerrillas for revolutionary export around 


the Western Hemisphere. 


Reluctant ‘Yes’

The Middle East situation, New 
York City’s financial problems, 
‘Third World’’ nations, relations 
with Cuba and the Panama Canal 
were among subjects explored by 
Congressman Charles Wiggins at 
last Friday’s Yorba Linda Rotary 
Club meeting. 

Although Wiggens said he is 
“‘unhappy’’ with the agreement 
hammered out by Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger between Israel and 
Egypt, he maintained that he voted 
for it based on the long range 
benefits to the United States. 

The main ingredient in the 
agreement for the U.S. is the 
stationing of 200 volunteer techni- 
cians to man two monitoring stations 
in the zone protected by UN forces. 

Wiggins could not envision any 
circumstances in which either side 
would attack the American crews. 


Grant OK’d 


Chief Robert Wasserman an- 
nounced that the Brea Police 
Department has been awarded a 
grant from the Office of Criminal 
Justice Planning to acquire a 
Community Crime Prevention Mo- 
bile Unit. 

The van type vehicle and 
personnel will be located a various 
centers throughout the Cities of 
Brea and Yorba Linda to perform a 
variety of police services along with 
dissemination of crime prevention 
information, 

As part of the $27,000 project, 
specially trained officers and cadets 
will be contacting residents and 
providing security inspections and 
information. 


He did admit to the Palestine

The congressman contended that 
the United States must remain 
involved in Middle East affairs to 
insure that the major nations 
(United States and Russia) do not 
reach a point of confrontation. 

In answer to questions Wiggins 
was pessimistic about New York’s 
future and intimated that Congress 
could vote to ‘‘guarantee its 
obligations.’’ He added that the 
situation could have a “‘ripple 
effect’’ across the nation. 

Concerning the so-called ‘‘Third 
World”’ nations, Wiggins advocated 
treating them ‘‘correctly’’ but said 
the U.S. can’t buy their friendship 
and can’t make them pro-United 
States. 

He is interested in resuming 
relations with Cuba but wants to 
know ‘‘what will we get in 
exchange?’’ Wiggins insisted that 
any ‘‘bargain’’ contain an agree- 
ment by Cuba that it would ‘‘stop 
exporting communism into Latin 
American countries.”’ 

Wiggins said the best course to 
take in regards to the Panama Canal 
is to ‘‘continue to talk’’ and to insure 
access to the canal, maintain its 
defense and have control over the 
economics of running the canal. 

A ‘‘don’t talk’’ policy would result 
in the canal becoming a ‘‘burning 
political issue in four or five years 
that would be a replay of 
anti-Vietnam War sentiments on 
college campuses.”’
